Penttentiaries throughout the mation 
have é¢xperimented with their honor sys- 
tema. At Joliet the inmates, working in 
the country and subjected to few if any 
temptations, have made some escapes.

The evidence gathered was placed in the 
hands of State's Attorney Hoyne, who an- 
nounced he was working along the Same 
line. Results followed with astonishing 
rapidity. 


BDertsche Und Arrest. 
Within twenty-four hours Christian P. 


(Barney) Bertsche, politician, saloon- 


keeper, and former convict, wae arrest- 
ed, charged with being the brains of the 
fortune tellers’ trust.“ It was said that 
his connection with the clairvoyants’ 
ring had been established to the state's 
attorney's satisfaction by “ Jimmy 
Ryan, alias “ Prof. Crane,” who operated 
a clearing house at Wabash avenue and 
Lake street. 

Ryan was being held in Chicago on a 
charge of robbing Mrs. Hope L. McEl- 
downey of $15,000 through a pretense of 
being able to direct her investments 
through his occult powers.

There would be less graft in the Chicago 
police force if we had better police sta- 
tions. That's what Miss Harriet B. Vit- 
tum, ctvic director of the Woman's City 
club, asserted at the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday in an address on Chi- 
cago’s Police Stations and Penal Institu- 
tions.” 

“ Chicago's police stations are a sting- 


tum. We have forty-seven stations, and 
only six are fit for human beings to be in. 
The cells are below the street level, have 
no direct light, arid absolutely no ventila- 
tion. Our stations have all the bad fea- 
tures of all the stations of all the coun~ 
tries and none of their good qualities.” 


Cave Dwelling Vermin. 

“ The walls in the majority of stations,” 
continued Miss Vittum, “ are of soft brick, 
which harbor every known variety of ver- 
min. The walls reek with moisture, and 
in some water stands on the Soor so that 
the matron has to wear rubbers to keep 
from getting rheumatism. 

In the police stations Chicago violates 
four hundred of her own heaith, fire, and 
building ordinances. In two stations that 
I know of—the East Chicago avenue and 
the Division street stations—an open 
| sewer runs through all the men’s cells and 
lempties into a cess pool in the middle of 
the pantry. Every one who spends any 
time at all in the station is exposed to any 
number of contagious diseases, and it is 
almost impossible to spend a night there 
without being infected with vermin.”

“This station has light airy quarters 
for the men, a reading room, and pool 
tables for the recreation ot the officers 
held in reserve.

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AT CITY OF HOOGE 


Open Ground Trenches Be- 
come Untenable; Town 
Is Consolidated. 


LONDON, Aug. 10.—Sir John French, 
commander in chief of the British forces 
in France and Belgium, in a report given 
out today by the Official Press bureau, 
says the British troops have slightly 
withdrawn from their line south of Hooge, 
near Ypres, but have consolidated the 
Village of Hooge. The report of Field 
Marshal French follows: 

Northwest of Hooge and in the ruing 
of tho village itself we have consolidated 
the ground gained yesterday, repulsing 
one weak infantry attack during the 
night. 


British Abandon Trenches. 

“ Yesterday afternoon there was no in- 
fantry fighting, but there was a violent 
artillery engagement, as a result of which 
all the trenches in the open ground south 
of Hooge became untenable by either 
side, and we have now slightly withdrawn 


of the village. 

“This makes no material difference to 
our position. 

“The total number of prisoners cap- 
tured by us yesterday was 150."’ 

[In a statement issued Monday Field 
Marshal French reported that the 
trenches at Hooge, which had been cap- 
tured by the Germans on July 30, were 
attacked by the British on that morn- 
ing and all retaken. Following up this 
success, the British commander pon 
further progress was made north @ 
west of Hooge and the front of the 
trenches captured was extended for a 
distance of 1,200 yerds.]

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The following official 
communication was issued tonight: 

There 
have only been artillery engagements in 
Artois, in the valley of the Aisne (region 
of Troyon), on the border of the Argonne 
forest, and in the forest of Apremont.” 


NEW AMERICAN AIR RECORD. 


Military Biplane Designed by Cur- 
tis Betters Passenger Carrying 
Mark for Altitude. 


Buffalo, N. T., Aug 10.—New American 
altitude records for passenger carrying 
aeroplanes were established here today 
in experimental flights with a new type 
of military tractor biplane designed by 
Glenn H. Curtiss. In the first flight Pilot 
Raymond V. Norris took two passengers 
to an altitude of 8,200 feet. On the sec- 
ond, with three passengers, the needle 
registered 8,300 feet. The ascent on the 
second flight was made in thirty-six min- 
uts.

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PEACE ENVOYS 


Gibbons, Farley, and O'Con- 
nell Picked by Pope to 
Start Movement. 


ROME, Aug. 10.—The Corrispondensa 
stated today that Cardinals Gibbons, Far- 
ley, and O'Connell, the three American 
prelates, at the instruction of the pope, 
will assume the imitiative in arranging a 
meeting of bishops and cardinals in 
Switzerland to discuss the best means of 
obtaining peace in Europe. 

Spain and Holland already have agreed 
to such a program, the Corrispondenza 
declared. and the United States is ex- 
pected to give the gathering its moral 
support. 

Allies to Fight to End. 

LONDON, Aug. 10.—The allies will fight 
to the finish and make peace only on their 
Own terms. 

This was the general tone of the angry 
comments that came from the British 
press today on the statements of the 
German chancellor, Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Pesca regarding the terms on which 
| would consent to peace nego- 
tiations. 

Bethmann-Hollweg’s statement was 
given much display in the London pa pers 
and the majority, in addition, carried 
lengthy editorial comments, expressing 
indignation at what they termed the im- 
pudence of Germany's proposals. 


No Peace on Berlin Terms. 

The Daily Telegraph in a column edi- 
torial said in part: 

“ Bethmann-Hollweg’s formula was in- 
tentionally so conceived as to cover any- 
thing from the lowest terms Germany 
considers it could make without owning 
itself beaten to the utmost limite of ex- 
tortion. 

The plain truth is that Germany can- 
not propound any peace terms which neu- 
trals could approve. The allies are fight- 
ing to obtain justice, liberty, and exact 
retribution. Unless Germany will yield 
these points voluntarily, the peace it gets 
in the end will be such as seems just and 
politie to thé conquerors.”

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AUSTRIAN VIEWS 
REJECTED BY U.S. 


Reply Denies Any Violation 


of Neutrality; Reaffirms 
Right to Sell Arms. 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 10.~—The 
United States government today dis- 
patched to Vienna a reply rejecting the 
Austro-Hungarian views recently set 
forth in a note contending that the great 
scale on which war munitions are being 
exported from America to enemies of the 
Germanic allies “is not in consonance 
with the definition of neutrality.”’ 

The note was éabled to Ambassador 
Penfield, who probably will present it to 
the Vienna foreign office on Thursday. 
It may be made public later by agree- 
ment between the two governments. 

Firm on American Rights. 

Although framed in diplomatic lan- 
guage and entirely friendly in tone, the 
reply is understood to repudiate flatly 
the suggestion thet the United States has 
permitted violations of neutrality and to 
stand firmly on the right of American 


exporters to send war supplies to bel- 


ligerents able to purchase and receive 
them. | 

The United States always has held that 
this is an unquestioned mght under in- 
ternational law, and that to prevent such 
shipments to one country because another 
was not in a position to receive them 
would in itself be @ violation of neutrality. 


Reply on the Frye Oase. 


The American reply to the last German | Fin! 


note regarding the sinking of the Amer- 
ican ship William P. Frye was cabied to. 
Berlin tonight and probably will be given 
out for publication on Saturday. 

While the original position of the state 
department that the Prussian-American 
treaty of 1828 war violated by the destruc- 
tion of the vessel is reaffirmed, it is under- 
stood that the United States now agrees 
to accept payment for the Frye under the 
conditions suggested in the last German 
note, obviating an appeal to arbitration 
at The Hague. 

Germany stipulates that payment shall 


not involve admission of a treaty viola- 


tion; the American note is said to stipu- 
late that no treaty rights are waived by 
acceptance. The amount to be paid will 
be fixed by two commissioners, one ap- 
pointed by each government.

India Sunk Off the Norweglan 
Coast; Only 80 of Crew Saved: 
Destroyer Lost in Mine ful 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, L. I., 
Aug. 10.—The British auxiliary cruiser 
India of 7,900 tons has been torpedoed off 
the Norwegian coast. Bighty members of 
the crew were saved. 

The India was attacked at a point north 
of Bodge when entering Restfjord. The 
rescued men were picked up by the Swed- 
ish steamer Goesteland, The India be- 
longed to the Peninsular and Oriental line 
and was built in 1896. 


[The place of attack on the India lies 
along the steamship lane between Eng- 
land and the Russian port of Archangel. 
Restfjord is a bay d miles long on 
the northwestern coast of Norway.] 


British Destroyer Sunk. 

LONDON, Aus. 10.~—The British tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Lynx was sunk in the 
North sea yesterday as the result of strik- 
ing a mine, according to an official an- 
nouncement made this evening by the 
British press bureau. 

Four officers and twenty-two men of 
the crew were saved. 

The destroyer Lynx displaced 935 tons. 
The vessel was 200 feet long, 27 feet beam. 
and 9.3 feet depth, and was capable of 
traveling thirty-two knots an hour. The 
Lynx carried three four inch guns and 
wat equipped with four twenty-one inch 
torpedo tubes. Its complement in normal 
times consisted of 100 officers and men. 


Norwegian Ship Sunk. 

A dispatch to Reuter's Telegram com- 
pany from Copenhagen says that the Nor- 

egian steamer Geiranger of Bergen has 
been sunk. The members of its crew 
were landed by a Dutch fishing boat. 

The Geiranger was a vessel of 1,081 
gross tons. It was bulit fm 1907. 

The trawlers Westminster, Harbor 
Wiper, and Benardna have deen sunk: 
The members of the crews of all three 
were saved except two men on the Be- 
nardna. 

A report received late tonight says the 
Danish schooner Jason has been burned 
by a German submarine. The Jason was 
a vessel of 189 tons gross built in 1907 
and owned by R. L. Hansen & Co. of 
Thurce. 


Russian Warships Trapped? 
COPENHAGEN, Aug. 10,—Several Rus- 
slan warships are reported to have been 
trapped in the gulf of Riga by the sud- 
den appearance off the entrance on Sun- 
day of a large German battle squadron. 
Dispatches received here today predicted 
that the Germans would repeat their at- 
tempt to penetrate the gulf and not only 
destroy the Ruasian ships but support 
the land attack on Riga by bombardment 
from the sea.

Hie revealed exactly what Bulgaria de- 
mands in the present negotiations, what 
it asks from Austro-Germans for remain- 
ing nevtral, and what it asks from the 


allles for driving the Turk from Europe,

allies. 


Does Not Want Turk Capital. 

Of equal importance was his reply to 
the report circulated in European capitals 
thet Buigaria, having won Constantino- 
ple, would demand the Ottoman capital 
aa its prize. 

“That fear is groundless,’ he said 
with emphasis. The international, 
commercial, and political responsibilities 
attaching to a city occupying the geo- 
graphical position of Constantinople are 
too great for a nation that must always 
remain small—like Bulgaria. 

“We will fight for only one end. That 
is to extend our frontiers until they em-

Demand Serbian Macedonia. 

„Our national aspirations lie in Serbian 
Macedonia, which, with its 1,500,000 of 
Bulgarian peoples, was pledged and as~. 
signed to usat the close of the first Balkan 
war. Unfortunately, our aspirations are 
not attainable by direct force of our own 
arms. Instead they must be ceded to us 
by others in compensation for the partici- 
pation of our arms in the general conflict 

“On the part of the allies we are asked 
for the direct participation in the war of 
our entire army, whose valor the whole 
world knows. On the part of Germany. 
Austria and Turkey, we are only asked 
for a continuation of our neutrality until 
the end of the war. 

“Candidiy, this latter request we are 
loath to grant. We cannot foretell what 
the future holds for us. To discount it 
entirely and tie our hands by a solemp 
pledge of continued neutrality would be 
impolitic, indeed.” 

Serbia to Cede Land.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The correspondent of 
the Havas agency at Saloniki telegraphs 
that diplomatic representatives of 
France, Russia, Great Britain, and Italy 
have delivered a joint communication to 
the Buigarian government with a view to 
procuring the collaboration of that na- 
tion with the allies, as part of a common 
understanding with the Balkan states.

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munition are small, and, to some extent 
obsolete, and that on the whole the navy 
is in no condition to hold command of 
the seas. 

One reads savage attacks on the navy 
made by Republican speakers in both 
houses of congress, declaring that while 
France, for instance, had 1,400 aeroplanes 
when the present war began, the United 
“tates navy had less than two dozen, and 
that most of them were out of date; that 
on the whole Atlantic coast the navy 
has only an even dozen submarines, and 
thet most of them are not able to dive. 


Daniels Cites Naval Strength. 

On the other hand, the present Demo- 
cratic secretary of the navy, Josephus 
Daniels, issues letters and statements 
from which one might conclude that the 
United States navy is in better condi- 
tion than it has ever been and that most 
of the progress which makes it almost 
imvincible has been made since Presi- 
dent Wilson went into office. 

To the defense of Secretary Daniels 
im congress have come members from 
his own state of North Carolina with eulo- 
gies, not so much of the navy as of the 
surpassing wisdom and greatness of the 
secretary and president and of Demo- 
crate, generally, and especially in naval 
matters. 

Recently great unofficial and country- 
wide societies have been organized, such 
ag the Navy league and the National Se- 
curity league, and have issued in the 
name of patriotism various attacks on 
both the army and navy, declaring that 
unless sweeping and swift reforms are 
made the United States will become the 
easy prey of the first attack from over 
seas. 


Armor Men Buy “Patriotism’’? 
These charges some of the responsible 
members of the present administration in 
Washington seem to take chiefly as per- 
sonal affronts. They are answered chiefly 
by insinuations that the so-called patriot- 
le societies will be found to be largely 
financed by contributions from armor 
plate manufacturers, shipyards, and big 
gun makers. 

From high officers of the navy them- 
selves: come statements equally disquiet- 
ing, which cannot be so easily dismissed. 
The most startling. is that of Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske, late member of the general 
board of the navy, and president of the 
Naval institute. 

He declared, with all the emphasis of his 
high position that it would take the United 
States navy five years to get ready to con- 
front the navy of any first class power on 
equal terms. The fact that Rear Admiral 
Firke's retirement from his post in the 
navy department and from the active 
list of the navy followed quickly upon the 
issuance of his statement need not mini- 
mize the weight of his words. 


Calls Torpedoes Obsolete. 

Rear Admiral Strauss is quoted as stat- 
ing that most of our battle fleet is equipped 
with torpedoes which are practically ob- 
solete. Rear Admiral Badger has de- 
clared that the navy needs 18,000 more 
men than are at present authorized by 
congress in order to provide a sufficient 
complement for all. vessels which could 
be useful for war purposes. Ia this 
statemefit he is backed up by Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt of the navy depart- 
ment. *. 

The list of official navy critics of the 
navy could be increased indefinitely. Un- 
fortunately the public has been educated 
to believe that army and navy officers 
almost always multiply the difficulties in 
their way and incfease their demands in 
order to influence congress in making ap- 
propriations. That feeling may be ex- 
cused in times of general peace, when 
there seems no immediate possibility that 
the United States may be involved in war. 

But now, when the security of the lives 
and property of all the citizens of the 
country may depend at any time on the 
strergth and efficiency of the navy. it is 
not so easy to dismiss the subject with a 
smile or a sneer.

PARIS, July 21.—I suppose there is no 
satisfaction in the world like being able 
to say, “I told you 80.“ It is usually all 
the thanks or recompense one has, to be 


ure, whatever the case may be. 

But it is with a certain feeling of vin- 
dication that I see the French and English 
papers publish day after day serious 
criticisms of the way the British gov- 
ernment is carrying on the war, and tell 
the open truth in regard to the serious- 
ness of the strike question. 

"Way last November I wrote a series of 
articles from England—the first derog- 
atory or critical ones of the kind which 
had then been printed. For these I re- 
ceived - great deal of censure, even to the 
extent of a column in my own paper from 
a London correspondent calling my views 
the superficial opinions of a person who 
had passed but a few weeks in London, 
whereas the writer had spent—I forget 
now the exact number of years—sixteen, 
I think, getting to know the English peo- 
ple. 


Sees Little Improvement. 

During those days Great Britain was 
the savior of Europe, the white hope, and 
all the rest of them put together. France 
was a nice little country which unfortu- 
nately did not know how to fight. 

The first of March I was asked to Eng- 
land again to write a series of articles— 
the supposition being, I presume, that 
they would be favorable. However, I did 
not see England in much better light 
than before. Perhaps another hundred or 
so people were awake to the danger and 
faults of the British in all those four 
months. 

However, now every one seems to be 
awake to what the British really are do- 
ing—to the small amount of work they 
are doing at the front, their reduced lines, 
their terrible blunders in the Dardanelles, 
their—I suppose there is no other word 
for it—stupidity in the management of 
home affairs. 


Editorial by Herve. 

In regard to this latest manifestation— 
the coal strike in Wales—Gustave Herve 
has a splendid editorial in the Guerre So- 
ciale.

FINANCES SOUND 
IN SPITE OF WAR 


Precautions Prevent been 
Money Depreciation; Credit 
ls Maintained,

BERLIN, July F.— Walle the war & 
now well along in ite eleventh month, not 
only hae there been no panioin Germany, 
due to the depreciation of the value of 
the national currency, but even such de- 
preciation as has taken place is compara- 
tively not great. 

The steps taken to prevent such con- 
siderable depreciation were eo clearly out- 
lined by Vice President von Glasenapp 
and President Havenstein of the Imperial 
bamk in the interview which they granted 


that in the following article the general 


outline of their interview will be followed. 
Spandau Reserve Ready. 

Im the fret place, Germany had on hand 
the gold reserve at Spandau, kept for no 
other purpose than that of meeting the 
primary expenses of war without greatly 
depreciating the currency of the country. 


Inis put into circulation a large amount 


of gold just at the time when currency of 
all kinds was most in demand and where 
as a consequence ordinarily the demand 
would have caused an increage in value. 

While prior to 1906 there was paper 
currency of the denomination of 100 marks 
($23.80) and up, it was not until this year 
that a bill was passed authorizing the use 
of paper bills of smaller denomination as 
legal tender. In this year these smaller 
bills made their appearance, so that dur- 
ing the period of eight years between the 
passing of this law and the outbreak of 
the war the publio had become quite ac- 
customed to the use of paper maney, 

A tremendous number of these bills had 
been manufactured. Most of these were 
held in reserve until the outbreak of the 
war, when they were immediately issued. 
This algo helped to prevent a rise in the 
price of money, due to its scarcity at the 
time when the demands for cash payment 
has aaturally tremendously increased. 


Question of Maintaining Credit. 

After the question of ample cash came 
the one of maintaining private credit 
without decreasing the value of such se- 
curities as would be advanced to obtain 
credit. ‘ 

The Imperial bank could only make 
loans as against deposits or certain high 
class securities prescribed by law. To 
enable the owners of other classes of se- 
curities to obtain money, there were 
formed imperial loan banks, taking the 
form of Umited liability companies. 

These banks were authorized to make 
loans in bank notes or silver against all 
classes of securities or goods. They are 
also authorized to issue paper currency of 
the smaller denomination up to and in- 
cluding 20 marks ($4.76) against the value 
of securities or goods deposited. This also 
increased the legal tender m circulation. 

The important point-is that it means the 
natural resources of Germany have been 
and can be [iquidized without forcing the 
owners to sell and without any appre- 
elable depreciation in value. The paper 
not used by these banks is retained by 
the Imperial bank as a reserve, against 
which they can issue bank notes, So far 
this has not been necessary; therefore all 
note issues up to the present are backed 
by gold and bills of exchange. 


War Credit Banks Organized. 

As throughout the country there are 
thousands of people who have no mort- 
gageable securities or large quantities of 
goods on hand, and need credit, war credit 
banks have been organized for this pur- 
pose. These are founded by large private 
capital, guaranteed by the various cham- 
bers of commerce and large industrial 
concerns. 

Experience up to now has shown that 
these institutions are not used nearly to 
the extent which was expected. There 
are two reasons for this: First, because 
of the large number of bank notes in 
circulation, and, secondly, the knowledge 
that credit was within reach kept most 
creditors from demanding payment of 
those in their debt. 

The country’s credit has been material- 
ly alded by the fact that the blockade 
for the most part compels people to buy 
necessities at home, instead of importing 
them. The adaptability of German man- 
ufacturing concerns, which permits them 
to produce most of the goods previously 


imported, largely compensates for the

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.] 
Labore National Peace council, of 
which Congressman Frank Buchanan of 
Chicago is president, was formally re- 
pudiated today by Samuel Gompers, pres- 
ident of the American Federation of 
Labor, through Milton Snelling, first vice 
president of the International Union of 
Steam and Operating Engineers. 

At the time of the organization of the 
peace council, Buchanan persuaded Snell- 
ing to accept the position of vice president. 
Today Snelling, at the instance of Mr. 
Gompers, threw up his place and vigor- 
ously condemned the purposes and meth- 
ode of the peace organization. 

The Snelling letter to Buchanan indi- 
cates plainly that even if Mr. Buchanan's 
purposes are sincere, those of a number 
of hie associates in the organization are 
not. Mr. Snelling quotes a conversation 
between two delegates to the recent meet- 
ing, which resulted in-the formal organi- 
zation of the council, to show that a num- 
ber of members are acting purely from 
pro-German sentiments. 


Promoters Foes of Labor? 
Another argument assigned for his 
withdrawal by Mr. Snelling is that the 
organization is carrying a number of men 
who heretofore have attempted to 
estrange the efforts of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to better conditions for 
workingmen. Two individuals whom he 
refers to personally are Henry B. Martin 
and Herman J. Schulteis. Martin and 
Schulteis organized the Anti-Trust 
League of America sometimeago. These 
men, it ie said, have used this organiza- 
tion to boost or denounce legislation at 
their personel pleasure. Their operations 
in legislative matters were practicalzy 
ended, however, when their associete, 
David Lamar, the wolf of Wall street,“ 
was convicted and sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary for representing him- 
self to be a congressman. 3

It is believed that it may be pos- 
sible for Secretary Lansing to make a 
definite announcement in New York to- 
morrow evening regarding plans and 
program of the United States and the six 
other republics for the restoration of 
law and order in Mexico. The appeal to 
Mexican factions to get together and 
establish a single government, which cap 
receive proper recognition, will be issued, 
it was said today, before the end of this 
week. ta 

Reports received from Gen. Scott, chief 
of staff, who is now on the Mexican bor- 
der, indicate that Ville is willing to agree 
to all of the proposals of the United 
States. 

The reports from Vera Crus, however, 
indicate that Carranza is still obdurate.

That material concessions may have to 
be made to him to prevent him resisting 
with force the provisional government 
which the United States expects to recog~- 
nize is feared. 

It is this determination to oppose the 
plan of the United States and the Latin- 
American governments for a new deal in 
Mexico that is regarded as responsible 
for anti-American feeling in Vera Crus. 


Coast Warships to South. 

San Diego, Cal., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
The United States gunboat Yorktown ar- 
rived at San Diego today from San 
Francisco. Admiral Howard, commander 
of the Pacific fleet, issued orders to the 
commanders of the Yorktown to proceed 
immediately to the Mexican port of Aca- 
pulco. 

The United States gunboat Annapolis is 
now off the southwest coast of Mexico en 
route from Corinto, Nicaragua. It is ex- 
pected to arrive at Acapulco tomorrow.

Gen. Carranza in Protest. 

BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 10.—Dr. Vic- 
torino de la Plaza, president of Argen- 
tina, has received a telegram from Gen. 
Venustiano Carranza which asserts that 
the Washington conference, should it de- 
cide to interefere in Mexican affairs, 
would commit an unpardonable error. 

Argentina,“ the dispatch says, “ hes 
made iteelf an accomplice in a crime 
against our race which possibly may 
help to bring on a war between two 
American nations.” 


Villa Bows to Scott. 

El Paso, Tex., Aug. 10.—Gen. Francisco 
Villa today withdrew his order to foreign 
mining corporations to send representa- 
tives to a meeting at Chihuahua City to 
act on a matter of great importance,“ 
presumably a forced loan, and promised 
to release from the order of confiscation 
goods of foreign merchants and mining 
companies seized at Chihuahua City and 
Juarez. 

Villa's action was taken after a three 
hour conference with Gen. Hugh L. Scott, 
chief of staff of the United States army, 
and George C. Carothers of the state de- 
partment. Alberto Madero also attended 
the meeting. 


More Border Fighting. 

Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 10.—United 
States cavalrymen and Mexicans fought 
again today, this time near Mercedes, 
Tex. One Mexican was killed. None of 
the troopers was reported hurt. 

Six United States cavalrymen were on 
border patrol duty near Mercedes when 
the Mexicans attacked them. The sol- 
diers captured four horses from the at- 
tacking party. 

An explanation of the purposes and ex- 
tent of the Mexican raids of the last three 
weeks was obtained today from Jesus 
Garcia, a Mexican wounded and captured 
in the Sunday fight at Norias, who is ex- 
pected to dle.

It 
is far more healthy than a 5 per cent increase in 
freight rates, because it cuts away the, most irri- 
tating element between the railroads and public 
regulation. A rate increase is a matter of course 
compared with the proposition to separate the rail- 
roads from rampant speculation. ' 

The public must know by this time that holding 
up these men to popular scorn is as ineffectual as 
punishing the railroad properties themselves by 
irrational regulation. Neither reaches the source. 
Nit the apparently authoritative report from Wash- 
ington that a weak spot has been found in the 
front presented by Director Moore and Attorney 
Walker, who engineered the bankruptcy deal, gives 
new hopes. 

itecent Rock Island earnings have compared m- 
vorably with its more prosperous and better man- 
aged competitors. If the interstate commerce com- 
mission is able to force the Rock Island back into 
the hands of railroad men with the aid of the fed- 
eral courts, and at the same time make an example 
of the men responsible for its present helplessness, 
it will have proved itself all its most enthusiastic 
friends promised. 


BASEBALL AND BELLIGERENCY. 

Joha Evers, whose turbulency has made inroads 
upon his popularity, seems to have been disillu- 
sioned about baseball. The newspapers, he says, 
and especially those of Pittsburgh, have called him 
Roughneck and have added to his physical ills 
those miseries of the mind suffered by every mis- 
understood artist. He thought last week that con- 
tentment in the country was better than courage in 
adversity, and fixed his eyes upon rural life. He 
has since changed his mind, deciding to stick it 


out and continue the fight for the flag. 


Mr. Evers is censured for his actual belligereney 
in a game which is wholly expressed in the terms 
of belligerency. It means to every reader of its 
annals, if not to every observer of its exploits, the 
attack and defense, the rally and the rout. The 
baseball writer takes his imagery from the war cor- 
respondent. The Cubs rush savagely to the attack 
or they retire sullenly before the onslaught. The 
Box drive the enemy before them or they retreat 
from Warsaw. The idea is war, but, happily, with- 
out its mangling. | 

The public, we venture to presume, takes it as 
syiubolic of the human struggle, idealized and ex- 
pressed in the least offensive terms. Imagination 
makes its heroes virtually invulnerable, not liking 


te sight of the stricken body. Achilles had only 


bis heel exposed, Siegfried only the space of an oak 
leaf between his shoulder. | 

To this public the baseball writers have made 
the baseball field the scene of contest, but not 
stricken and not gory. The Sinking of a Turkish 
battleship is no more interesting than a death on 
second, and it is more than twice as unpleasant. 

In the baseball columns is our national pass®n 
for bloodless belligerency satisfied. Records of the 
games have the vocabulary df battle. The sacri- 
ficial efforts of Archer are reported. Fistier dies 
painlessly on third. A thrill accompanies the 
phrase, “Cheney and Alexander engaged in keen 
battle.”

understanding of the cause and purpose of the war. 
If it were definitely known what the nations were 
fighting for it might be possible to comprehend the 
probable terms of peace. 

That they are all fighting for their lives is con- 
tended in every capital of Burope, but if permis- 
sion to live and exist as a nation were all that 
were required an adjustment might be reached. The 
cosmic comprehension may be content with attrib- 
uting the debacle to the sex impulse which can set 
the barnyard in a flurry of feathers, or to mod- 
ern nerves which break under tensién, or to the 
natural and inherent provocativeness and belliger- 
ency of animalism from which humans are not 
exempt. — 

Diplomatically, the war can be explained, mili- 
taristically it can be understood, and historically 
it is not astounding, but when the whole case has 
been submitted the confusion is just as great as 
ever. 

No sane Englishman now expects to break down 
the German empire and scatter Prussianism to the 
four winds. No sane Frenchman expects to ride 
into Berlin and give Germany reason for placing 
a statue symbolic of lost territory in’ a public 
place and draping it in crépe for the next fifty 
years. No sane Russian expects to dismember the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy and set up a litter of 
small kingdoms in its place. No sane German 
expects to crown a king of Ireland in Dublin and 
reduce the British empire to the size and importance 
of a rural parish. : 

The rhetoric of the war is over. The dreams 
have been had. The thinking people are wide awake 
and they must be asking themselves definitely what 
they are fighting for. What are the terms of peace? 
One is tempted to believe that they are at this 
moment partly if not purely sentimental. Russia 
does not want peace; she wants victory.” France 
wants her occupied territory back. She also wants 
all or as much as she can get of Alsace and Lor 
raine. Belgium wants her nationality restored, her 
territory returned, and her security better pledged. 
Russia wants the Turk out of Europe and the 
Black sea opened. Italy wants the provinces she 
regards as unredeemed. Germany wants freedom 
of the seas and possession of colonies adequate to 
her importance and her needs. She also may want 
Poland and Belgium, both of which virtually she 
now has. The Balkan states have territorial aspi- 
rations, and, as a part of them, commercial am- 
bitions and nationalistic longings. 

None of these adjustments, when demands have 
been reduced to their minimum terms, are out- 
side the ability of diplomacy to attain. We can 
imagine that if the French could reach and spread 
along the Rhine, if the British could regain Bel- 
gium from the Germans, if the Ottomans could be 
sent back to the place from which they came, and 
if Italy could get her provinces the entente powers 
might suggest that the central powers consider the 
cause of peace, and the central powers, if so much 
had been done against them, might be willing to 


The changes thus affected would be important, 
but the world would be hard pressed to find them 
worth the cost. If Germany could retain all terri- 
tory now held and thus could expand into a nation 
as populous as the United States, the realization 
of a nationalistic ambition so large might be es- 
teemed well worth every cent and every life it re- 
quired, but Germany denies that it is moved by a 
conquering ambition. | 

We may concede that two great social orders 
are in conflict; that individualism and communism 
are striving to impose their will upon each other.

We may concede that a rich seagoing nation is 
fighting the ancient fight with a resourceful central 
land power. We may convede that racial animosi- 
ties must. bear the responsibility, but, conceding 
everything that speculation or thought might ad- 
vance, what, nevertheless, remains as the specific 
objective towards which the nations are fighting? 
Se long as the invader is in France and Belgium 
there is an objective for the French, Belgians, and 
British. So long as the invader is in Russia there 
is an objective for the Russians. Constantinople 
is another and Trent and Trieste others. In the 
main the objective seems to be the restoration of 
antebellum conditions, modified considerably or 
slightly as they may be by German, Italian, or Rus- 
sian success. : 6 ts 

The conclusion can hardly be escaped that peace 
means, unless unindicated weaknesses assert them- 


pected powerlessness, a return virtually to what 
existed before Europe undertook to ruin one gen- 
eration and put five others under a staggering 
burden of debt. 

Prediction has a sense of its dangers, but the 
query persists: Is history to know this as the use- 
less war?

ENGLAND THWARTS SYMPATHIZERS. 
[From the New Republic. ] 

The policy of Great Britain makes the situation 
of the sympathizers with the allies in the United 
States very difficult. The United States is a na- 
tion whose inhabitants are derived from many 
countries and races. It contains many millions of 
people of German blcod. These people are nat- 
urally very desirous that the resources of their 
adcpted country should not be used in a manner 
inimical to their blood relations in Germany. 

It so happens, however, that they can be used 
in a manner very harmful to Germany without 
any violation of technical neutrality. The allies 
can draw military supplies from this country to 
an extent which during the coming year may 
count decisively in their favor. The Germans 
naturally object to the assi ce which the allies 
are obtaining from the United States, but they 
would not be in a position to stir up an effective 
counter agitation as long as Great Britain was 
respectful of the very restricted rights of trade 
which the existing body of law permitted der- 
mans and Americans to enjoy. . 

Now, however, German-Americans are in a po- 
sition to stir up an effective counter agitation. 
They can ask the good natured American citizen 
of the middle west whether he wishes to stand 
for an application of international law which 
enables the allies to buy ammunition in the Unit- 
ed States but prevents the Germans from obtain- 
ing food and clothing for women and children. 
They can urge upon the southerner that the most 
effective way to obtain a sale for his cotton in 
Germany is to force Great Britain to modify her 
commercial policy by the threat of an embargo 
om military supplies. By making such a threat 
the United States would merely be itself follow-

FORMALIN MILK—To use formalin in 
milk is contrary to law, yet some of the 
best men in Germany, among them Von 
Behring, claim that formalin milk is the 
lesser of two evils. Their claim in sub- 
stance is that in homes where there is no 
ice the baby stands a better chance if the 
milk is kept by adding formalin toit. One 
part to 50,000 win keep milk, and they 
claim that so small a proportion will not 
lessen the nutritive quality of the milk. 
No one has put a formalinized baby milk 
on the market in this country. No mother 
is warranted in trying to formalinize her 
baby's milk supply. 


— 

BABY FOODS—The baby foods are be 
ing very carefully studied. The result will 
be that in a few years they will stand be- 
fore the public in a very enviable posi- 
tion. The extravagant claims made on 
many of the labels have disappeared on 
the one hand. On the other, the phy- 
sicians will not be abusing them indis- 
criminately. 

The baby foods have the advantage over 
fluid milk that they keep perfectly and 
that they never contain living tubercle, 
typhoid, or diphtheria bacilli, or the or- 
ganisms of foot and mouth disease, scarlet 
fever, or septic sore throat. They have 
the disadvantage that they tend to pro- 
duce scurvy. rickets, and improper growth 
of bone and muscle. 

The tissues of the body cannot be re- 
paired, nor can they grow unless the food 
contains enough proteins. In turn, pro- 
teins are composed of combinations of 
amino acids. Where there is a high de- 
gree of protein starvation the animal 
wastes. If there is a larger amount of 
proper protein in the food the animal re- 
pairs its muscular weight, but does not 
grow. 

The amount of protein in the food and 
the quality of the protein must be right 
in order that an animal shall grow. That 
which determines quality is the animo 
acids contained in the protein. For in- 
stance, gelatin is a protein capable of 
making heat and of sparing muscle waste,

but incapable of repairing muscle or of 
causing growth. 

The reason is that it has neither the 
animo acids necessary for repairs nor 
those necessary for growth. The animo 
acid necessary for growth is lyein. Un- 
less a food contains proteins which in turn 
contain lysin the animal will not grow 
bone and muscle, regardless of how much 
it may eat. Young animals, therefore, 
must have foods rich in hin.

Give him some meat broth—four to six ounces— 
and a little fine chopped meat. Give him some 
spinach that has been well cooked and put 
through a colander. This, in addition to his 
milk, gruels, swieback, and crackers.

REAT BRITAIN’S premier peer, 

the Duke of Norfolk, has shown 
2 himself so conscientious, so sensi- 

ble, unassuming, and in every 

sense of the word irreproachablea 
citizen that the news of his alarming - 
nese has created widespread regret, all 
the more so as the British empire needs 
men of his particular stamp in its present 
hour of stress and peri. 

It has been found necessary to remove 
him to a nursing home at Leeds, where 
he ie to undergo an operation of so grave 
a character that fears are expressed by 
the surgeons as to the outcome of the 
application of the knife, and that even if 
he survives his convalescence will be an 
affair of several months. 

This serves to call attention to his 
little 6 year old son and heir, the Earl of 
Arundel and Surrey, who, although a 
well grown boy for his years, is known 
among the members of his family by the 
name of Tiny.“ 

He will in the event of his father’s death 
come into the possession not only of hie 
father’s many peerages and immense es- 
tates but also of his hereditary office of 
earl marshal of the realm, one of the 
highest and most ancient dignities of the 
empire. 

Little Lord Arundel is the offspring of 
the duke’s second wife, the Hon. Gwen- 
dolen Constable Maxwell, who has in- 
herited in her own right her father’s an- 
cient Scotch barony of Herries. 


~~ 

The duke's first wife, Lady Flora Ab- 
ney-Hastings, died after ten yeare of 
marriage, leaving him with a son named 
Philip. He bore the title of Earl of Sur- 
rey, and, although terribly afflicted phys- 
ically and mentally from his birth (he was 
blind, deaf, and dumb), was an object of 
particular tenderness and devotion on the 
part of his father, who, the leader of the 
Roman Catholic aristocracy of Great 
Britain, mede many a pilgrimage to 
Lourdes with the unfortunate lad in the 
hopes of his recovery. 

The boy survived until after his twenty- 
first year, and it was only a considerable 
time after his death that the duke mar- 
ried again. 

The duke remains on record as one of 
the most efficient and hard working post- 
masters general who have ever held that 
office in any Englich cabinet, resigning 
his seat, however, to take service in the 
field during the Boer war, going ali 
through the campaign in South Africa in 
a subordinate military capacity in his 
customary unassuming, modest fashion. 

Fifteenth duke of his line and head of 
that historic house of Howard, he makes 
his principal abode at Arundel castle in 
Sussex, one of the stateliest and most 
princely country seats in the United 
Kingdom, and which was once the home 
of Alfred the Great. 
| It ts the only castle in England that 
carries with it an earldom, namely, that 
.of Arundel, an honor which the duke 
holds by virtue of his possession ot the 
castle.

Considetable. alarm was created at 
Genoa, and, indeed, among the supersti- 
tious throughout Italy, by the circulation 
of stories to the effect thatthe holy grail 
of the Cathedral of San Lorenzo had 
crumbled to pieces. This relic, one of the 
most venerated in Catholic Christendom, 
the cup, indeed, which ie said to have 
been used at the last supper, wae first 
brought from the Holy Land to Genoa in 


1101 by William Embriaco, the famous

Genoese commander, who had discovered 
it among the booty at Czesarea, where it 
had been treasured for ages as a subject 
of the holiest veneration. 

Since then it has been repeatedly re- 
ferred to in official documents still in 
existence, one of which, dated Oct. 16, 
1819, consists of a contract by the terme 


of which Cardinal Fieschi undertook to 


loan 9,500 golden genovini, an enormous 
sum in those days, to the city of Genoa 
for purposes of military defense on the 
security of the sacro catino, as the holy 
grail is called. 

Eight years later, in 1327, the city recov- 
ered the pledge by means of assigning to 
the cardinal in settlement of his loam the 
revenues of certain city property end the 
right to levy a tax on all salt sold in the 
district. ä 

Eventually the sacro catino passed from 
the possession of the city into the custody 
of the Cathedral of San Lorenzo, where 
it remained until 1807, when to the dis- 
may and grief of the Genoese it wae car- 
ried off by Napoleon to Paris, where it 
remained until after his downfall, when 
it was returned to Genoa. It was not, 
however, restored intact. . 

The vessel is octagonal in shape, and a 
part, measuring about a third of its cir- 
cumference, was in several small frag- 
ments.

So the sacro catino is to be once more 
subjected to a process of most painstak- 
ing repair, after which it is to be pre- 
served no longer in the treasure vault of 
the cathedral but in some airtight recep- 
tacle elsewhere in the sacred edifice, 
where it can be better protected from the 
ravages of time and from destructive at- 
mospheric corroston.

A man may do some- 
thing for pride’s sake that he wouldn't 
do if honor were concerned. A man wants 
to be respected, not because of his honor 
but because of his pride.”

He drank heavily while on duty, was in 
the habit of leaving the jail without per- 
mission, was a couple of hours late in 
reporting quite often, and once permitted 
a prisoner to leave his cell contrary to 
the regulations.

Durso has been in trouble while em- 
ployed in the county treasurer’s office and 
as a deputy sheriff. From both offices 
Durso was dismissed.

Floating Morgue 


Awaits the Dead. 


The floating morgue"’—a canvas 
covered scow—which will house the 
bodies recovered when the Dastland 
ia raised, yesterday was swung te 
the dock just west of the sunken boat. 
The funeral barge is sixty feet long 
and about half as wide. It is covered 
with canvas with a row of poles sup- 
porting the tent like roof in the mid- 
die. Above the scow floats an Amer- 
ican flag at half mast. Alternate 
strips of black and purple crepe, hung 
vertically, cover the front wall of the 
tent. Within, pine temporary coffins, 
twenty in number, stained black. 
await the bodies. The floor of the 
barge is covered with red sawdust. 


Six men named in true bills by the state 
grand jury yesterday face trial on 
charges of manslaughter end criminal 
negligence in connection with the Rast- 
land disaster.

FEDERAL OFFICIALS SEIZE 
MOVIES OF THE DEATH SHIP. 


Judge Landis Orders Confiscation 
When He Learns of Violation of 
Mandate. 


G. A. Magie of the Universal Weekly, 
a moving picture organization, ran con- 
trariwise to the order of Judge K. M. Lan- 
dis, which provides that no one except 
those employed in the actual raising of 
the Estland or government officers shall 
be allowed aboard the boat. 

Magie, with at least one moving picture 
machine, and a moving picture photog- 
rapher named Charles Davis, appeared 
on the dock yesterday afternoon. After 
gaining permission from Alexander Cun- 
ning, captain of the Favorite, the ma- 
chine was taken over the Aland to 
the Favorite, where the captain was 
photographed in several different poses. 
Magie then took the camera to the ex- 
posed side of the Eastland, where 600 
feet of film was taken, with the cap- 
tain’s permission, according to Magie. 
Capt. Cunning denies giving permission 

Persons who have been denied access 
to the boat since the federal order went 
into effect telephoned to Hinton G. Cla- 
baugh, chief of the bureau of investiga- 
tion of the government department of 
justice. 

Mr. Clabaugh went immediately to the 
boat and, after a talk with Capt. Cunning, 
called up Judge Landis, who ordered him 
to confiscate the negatives of all pic- 
tures taken either on board the Dastland 
or the Favorite. 

Upon investigation Mr. Clabaugh dis- 
covered there had been two machines, 
both the property of the moving picture 
company, on board the boat. 

Operatives of the bureau of invesrtiga- 
tion were sent to the company’s offices 


George T. Arnold, president of the 
St. Joseph-Chicago Steamship company, 
owner of the Eastland. 

William H. Hall, vice president and 
general manager. 

W. C. Steele, secretary-treasurer. 

Ray W. Davis, assistant secretary- 
treasurer. 

Capt. Harry Pedersen, master of the 
Eastland. 

Joseph M. Erickson, engineer of the 
vessel. , 

The four officials of the owning com- 
pany are named ina single indictment, al- 
leging manslaughter. The two officers of 
the boat are jointly charged in a seco 
indictment with criminal carelessness. 


Will Reconvene This Morning. 

The grand jurors will reconvene this 
morning. They may consider whether or 
not to name government checkers who 
were aboard the Eastland. Recommenda- 
tions for drastic changes in the inspection 
of steamboats probably will be contained 


in a report which the grand jury will 


submit to Chief Justice Kersten accom- 
panying the indictments. 

We have positive evidence that the 
boat was overcrowded on the day of the 
disaster,” said State's Attorney Hoyne. 
“ This is not the testimony of withesses— 
it is mute evidence—the tickets.” 
Conviction on the charge of man- 
slaughter carries with it imprisonment 
from one year to life. The penalty for 
criminal carelessness is imprisonment not 
to exceed three years or a maximum fine 
of $5,000. 

The federal grand jury probably will 
not return indictments before the end of 
the week. Inepection records and other 
documentary evidence were submitted to 
that body yesterday. 


Gregory Wants Quick Action. 
I held a long conference with Attorney 
General Gregory while I was in Wasb- 
ington, United States District Attorney 
Clyne said upon his return to the city in 
the afternoon. “ Mr. Gregory is anxious 
that the Eastland investigation be pushed 
and that immediate action be taken. 
After several delays it is again reported 
the actual raising of the Eastland will 
begin today. 
The advisory committee, working in 
conjunction with the Red Cross and with 
the Pollsb and Bohemian relief groupe, 
decided yesterday that the public money 
subscribed for Eastland sufferers would 
not be regarded in the nature of a re- 
imbursement fund, but as a strictly relief 
fund; that is, that the individual circum- 
stances of each case would determine the 
amount to be given. It is estimated 
$25,000 has been expended in emergency 
cases among homes. 


PLAN SELF-REFORM. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—( Special.)
